In- 
terment waa ordered, but when it be- 
came known tVat one of the party was 
the crown prince all were disarmed 
and detained until the arrival of the 
Dutch commander at Maaatricht and 
other ofllcials. The former crown 
prlnbe'^ accompanied the commander 
to the latter'a home, where he remain- 
ed with his suite, under guard, pend- 
ing Instructions from The Hague.

The Hinoiiiit wlileh, there- 
fore, enn lie and iirdinarlly should be 
Invested in the Improvement of any 
given road is that sum which will 
give the "largest net ann^l returns 
In social and economical tMneflts dur- 
ing the period which may be oonslder- 
ed as the most probable lite of the Im- 
provement. ' 

The basic proposition upon which 
our road building and maiatenaaoe 
must ultimately rest Is that the char- 
acter of the road and the amount of 
money exfended tor its construction 
and maintenance must Im determined 
by the service which the road renders. 
For example. It may 1ji> geimine eco- 
nomy to allow an annual cost aiitlay 
er charge on one road of $L'.000 per 
mile, and on $10(1 per mile on another, 
because In the former case I lie ser- 
vice rendered may he twenty times 
the service reiirered in the latter case. 
The proper and systematic classifica- 
tion of onr roads in regard to the 
character and amount of the trafTic 
which they carry has hardly been 
more than begun as yet, even in our 
most progressive stateif. Before un- 
dertaking any general scheme ot road 
Improvement it is the duty of the 
State, as well as local sab-dlvlslons, 
to make such traffic studies as will de- 
termine a proper highway system, the 
order In which they should be Im- 
proved, and the character of construc- 
tion and maintenance best adapted to 
properly and most economically meet 
the traffic requirements of each road.

With 
them came L'."i,snii,ii(M) sockeye e«i;s, of

Makes Fhe Geaylalato Agaiast In«U. 
tiMeat Md Praises Bone of 
the DepartoMnts. 

Frankfort, Ky., November 15— Con- 
ludlng a report on the aasteni Slate 
HospiUl at Lexinnfton, the oldest in- 
stitution ot thitktad weet ot the AUeg' 
henles, and WM in the tfnited States, 
Assistant State Inspaetor and Bx-i 
aminer 0. O. Thomas said: | 
'It is not indulging in extravagence 
such as has been noted in many oth-i 
er State Mstitutlons, and is employlntj 
heller biishiess methods and less pol- 
itics than Home of the other institu- 
tiniis under the Board of Control." 

lie dcies, however, recommend some 
improvemenlB. such as hotter discip- 
line amont; the attendants and more 
attention to their duties by assistant 
physicians. 

There are ^,400 patients, and, while 
he was there, he said, a patient broke 
his leg, and it was not set for thirteen 
hours, because tbe superintendent had 
to do it himself. 

The same patient, an epileptic, af- 
terward disjointed the littib, and twen- 
ty hours elapsed before medical at- 
tention' was given. 

In both Instances the asslstanU 
either were absent or gave no atten- 
tion to their dutle8,*he reports. 

'It has come to my knowledge," he 
cnntiniied. "that the first and second 
Iihysiclans have been doing the em- 
balining of patients who die at the In- 
stitution, and that they receive $15 
for each body emhalmeil. 

'In months when the death rate Is 
large, these physicians make a con- 
eiderahle sum In addition to their sal- 
aries, which Is prohibited by Section 
L'lTa, Kentucky Statutes. 

While Steward Reed la given credit 
for the most productive farm and 
dairy ot any of the institutions, and 
-lound business methods, he flnds 
"that goods and supplies have been 
ordered for the superintendent's and 
steward's cottages which were not de- 
■Itvered to the receiver and disbursed 
by htm upon the order of the super- 
intendent." 

.Also he found "that all supplies for 
the oflices and cottages aie disbursed 
b.\ the matron and divided half to the 
olllccrs' kitchen and a fourth each to 
the superintendent's and steward's 
cottages, irrespective oi' the amount 
bought. This system clearly is wrong 
and susceptible of waste." 

Flies in a screened dining room, em- 
ployes spending too much leisure time 
at the gate and a cost of $4,000 an- 
nually for water from the city of Lfe>- 
ington, when the institution might 
have its own water supply, are among 
the crtticisma offered. 

Referring to Section 241, Kentucky 
Statutes, requiring tbe Board of Co^ 
trol to meet M the institution once 
each month, ope member to visit the 
In-'tltuticn once a week, two every 
month and a majority quarteriy, he 
said during the month of his exami- 
nation not a member visited the insti- 
tution. 

The denartmeiits of the steward, re- 
ceiver, matron and female supervisors 
are complimented tor their good con- 
dition. 

The institution now is a hundred 
years old. It has 1,400 Inmates, two 
of them nearly 100 and severol over 
iio years old. One patient has been 
there flfty-nine years.

live (late of (he regulation 'hereinaf- 
ter established, and i 

Hereby Makes and Eslnhlishes ^hc 
following regulation, elfectivo Novem- 
ber 12th, 1918, and until further or 
other regulation in the pre^iises: 

Regulations restricting the use ^n 
cities, villages and. towns of lights 
generated or "produced by the use of 
fuel. 

Section 1. The extravagant or 
wasteful use of light generated or 
produced by tbe 'use or consumption 
of coal, oil, gas or other fuel for iliu-' 
minating purposes, in the streets 
parks, or other publlo~place8 of'any 
city, village or town, or for other out- 
door illumination, public or private Is 
hereby prohibited. 

Section 2. The use of light gener- 
ated or produced by the use or con- 
sumption of coal, oil, gas, or other 
fuel, for illuminating or displaying 
advertlsments, announcements or 
signs on the exteriorvOf any building, 
or on any bill-board, or any other 
structure for the display of advertise- 
ments, announcements or signs, and 
the use of such light for the external 
ornamentation of any building or 
structure, or for illuminating or dis- 
playing any window in any shop or 
store, when such shop or store Is not 
ojien for business, shall be^cntirely 
discontinued on Monday and Tuesday 
of each week, in the Comlnonwealth of 
KeiitiKky. provided, however, that 
nothing in this regulation shall be 
construed to prohibit the maintenance 
in any shop or store window, of any 
lights required by a Slate law. or a 
municipal ordinance, or for the pur- 
pose of safety. 

aection :!. Any person violating or 
refusing to conform to this regulation 
shall be liable to the penalties pre- 
scribed In the aforesaid Act of Con- 
gress. '

IS TOJASS QUICKLY 

How Conffress Hum Pro\ldp«l For the 
Dissolution of the Ureal .Imeri- 
caa War Xacbinc. 

Washington— How carefully Con- 
gress has provided for the dissolution 
of the great -American war machine 
with the oomtng of peace was empha- 
sized by Senator Martin, Democratic 
leader, in a prepared summary. 

The expansion of lighting forces, of 
course, ends with the proclamation of 
peace. Senator Martin pointed out, and 
the collaCeral agencies are limited as 
follows: 

Control of railroads — Twelve 
months.

Finance Corporation — Six 
months after. the war, with further 
time tor liquidatloa. 

Capital Issues Comiplttee'— Six 
months after the war. / 

Reorganisation of Government bur- 
eaus under the Overman law— Six 
months after the war. 

Allen Property Custodiaa — Bnd of 
the war, with extension bf time for 
certain duties. 

Government Operation of Ships — 
Five years after the war. 

Aircraft BoaTfl * Slg months after 
tlie war. ' . ^ 

Agricultural Stlmulatloa— Bnd of 
the present emergency. 

Housing Construction — Bnd of the 
war, escept for shlpbuil4ers. 

lAbor ■mphqnnoiu^Ouring the em- 
erfsney. 

lUaerals Btlmolatlon— As soon as 
possible after jroSlamstlnB ot peace.
